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DETAILED ACTION 



All objections and rejections not repeated in the instant 
Action have been withdrawn due to applicants response to the 
previous Action. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this 
application after final rejection. Since this application, is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
8/18/05 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and 
of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 28-32 and 44-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor (s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. This is a new rejection. 

The claims are drawn to an isolated cDNA encoding a 
polypeptide having at least 80%, 85%, 90%, 95%, or 99% sequence 
identity to SEQ ID NO: 194, wherein the encoded polypeptide 
stimulates the uptake of glucose or FFA by adipocytes. Thus, 
the claims are drawn to a genus of compounds that is defined 
partly by structure, which is further limited by their function. 

To provide adequate written description and evidence of 
possession of a claimed genus, the specification must provide 
sufficient distinguishing identifying characteristics of the 
genus. The factors to be considered include disclosure of 
complete or partial structure, physical and/or chemical 
properties, functional characteristics, structure/function 
correlation, methods of making the claimed product, or any 
combination thereof. In the instant case, the only. factor 
present in the claims is drawn to a partial structure 
limitation, at least 80% to at least 99% identity to SEQ ID 
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NO: 194. However, the claimed cDNAs are also limited by the 
function of the encoded polypeptide. The polypeptide encoded by 
the claimed cDNA is not taught as being a part of a well 
recognized family of proteins, so the art does not provide a 
description of the parts of the polypeptide sequence necessary 
for the claimed function. The specification teaches a single 
polypeptide sequence which has the claimed activity, a 
polypeptide comprising 100% SEQ ID NO: 194, but fails to describe 
what parts of the sequence are necessary for the claimed 
function. There is no teaching of a correlation between 
structure and function for the polypeptides encoded by the 
claimed cDNAs . There simply is nothing set forth in either the 
art or the specification which describes the structures of 
polypeptides that are at least 80% to at least 99% identical to 
SEQ ID NO: 194 which have the function of stimulating the uptake 
of glucose or FFA by adipocytes, and it is well established that 
in the absence of such a description, the structure of a 
polypeptide having a particular function is unpredictable, even 
if partly based upon a protein having the function. 
Accordingly, in the absence of sufficient recitation of 
distinguishing characteristics, the specification does not 
provide adequate written description of the claimed genus.

Vas-Cath Inc. v. Mahurkar, 19USPQ2d 1111, clearly states 
"applicant must convey with reasonable clarity to those skilled 
in the art that, as of the filing date sought, he or she was in 
possession of the invention. The invention is, for purposes of 
the 'written description 1 inquiry, whatever is now claimed. " 
(See page 1117.) The specification does not "clearly allow 
persons of ordinary skill in the art to recognize that [he or 
she] invented what is now is claimed." (See Vas-Cath at page 
1116) . As discussed above, the skilled artisan cannot envision 
the detailed chemical structure of the encompassed genus of 
inhibitors, and therefore conception is not achieved until 
reduction to practice has occurred, . regardless of the complexity 
or simplicity of the method of isolation or identification. 
Adequate written description requires more than a mere statement 
that it is part of the invention and reference to a potential 
method of isolating it. The compound itself is required. See 
Fiers v. Revel, 25USPQ2d 1601 at 1606 (CAFC 1993) and Amgen Inc. 
v. Chugai Pharmaceutical Co. Ltd., 18USPQ2d 1016. 

One cannot describe what one has not conceived. See Fiddes 
v. Baird, 30 USPQ2d 1481 at 1483. In Fiddes, claims directed to 
mammalian FGF's were found to be unpatentable due to lack of 
written description for that broad class. The specification 
provided only the bovine sequence. 
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Therefore, only cDNAs that encode SEQ ID NO: 194, but not 
the full breadth of the claims meets the written description 
provision of 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Applicant is 
reminded that Vas-Cath makes clear that the written description 
provision of 35 U.S.C. 112 is severable from its enablement 
provision (see page 1115) .
